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FARMERS STUDY 
LOCAL DEMANDS 


T H R E M 


A GOLD MINE IN HIS OWN BACK YARD 


Aim to Produce Foodstuffs For 
Home Consumers; Means 
Quicker Turnover. 


Are the farmers* of 
Pennsylvania 
producing the foodstuffs th at m eet the 
demand of the local consumer? 
The answer to this question for at 
least one community is found in a 
survey conducted recently by the Blair 
County Farm Bureau, the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College, 
the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Bureau of M arkets and 
the United States D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture. 
The study was m ade a t Al­ 
toona and included complete data on 
the products consumed by the city 
population and the production figures 
of the surrounding territory. 
The survey shows that the fanners 
of Blair county produced last year 
only a small percentage of the pota- j 
eggs and dressed poultry used in 
the Altoona consuming district. T hat] 
farm ers of this locality have advan- j 
tages over producers in remote districts 
in supplying these products is the 
opinion of the economists making the 
survey. They point out as an example 
that the freight rates on potatoes fav­ 
or the home producer by from 15 to 40 
cents a bushel. 
"The evidence revealed in this sur-j 
vey should set the farm ers of every 
community in Pennsylvania thinking 
along these lines," 
declared H. G. 
Niealey, extension specialist in agri­ 
cultural economics at State College. 
"The adjusting of local production to 
the demands of the consumer is one 
means of increasing the returns to 
the farm er and cutting the food costs 
to the consumer." 
Niesley urges every farm er to study 
his m arkets and try to raise those 
product# for which there seems to be 
the greatest local demand.
